The Council opyoses this app}ication 
because there is sufficient building Land available in the 
Village, because the proposed development does not fit in ‘ith 
the Village Plan snd because such development ‘ill interfere 
ath sporting activities on the Villaze Green. 

It should be made cleax that this application covers an area of 
2 acres of the Village Green. 


Jubilee Belts Tt is heped that a Jubilee Tree Belt can be

Villase Greens The last very ‘et winter has sho'm the need for 
extra drainage on the Green. The Council agreed that existing 
villase sreen cash reserves vill be used, to a maximum cost of 
21590, to carry out tile drainage works on the Green before the 
Autumn.

Village Hall: Pecause of vehicle access problems t9 the 
preferred site adjacent to Bar House farm, an alternative 
strategy is being ‘teveloped to allow vehicles to gain access, 
alongside the Drift from cie Dry Drayton end.
